Subject. — Import of (i) Asaf.oetida (Wing), S. No. 31(b)/V, (ii) Cumin Seeds 
(S. No. 37/IV) and (Hi) Medicinal Herbs (S. No. 87—109/IV) from 
Afghanistan and counter-export of goods from India, under IvAo- 
Afghan Trade Arrangement , 1974-75 (1-3-1974 to 28-2-1975), 

No. 180-ITC(PN)/74—Introductory.—Attention is invited to Paragraph 3 of the 
Ministry of Commerce Public Notice No. 108-ITC(PN)/74 dated the 31st July 1974, 
wherein it was stated that the policy for import of Asafoetlda, Cumin Seeds and 
Medicinal Herbs, inter-alia, from Afghanistan will be announced later. The details 
of policy and procedure for import of Asafoetida, Cumin Seeds and Medicinal 
Herbs are Incorporated In this Public Notice, 

2. General Trade Arrangement.— The General Trade Arrangement between 
India and Afghanistan signed on the 20th February, 1672, Is reproduced In Anne- 
xure I. 

3. Applications for import of Asafoetida, cumin seeds and medical herbs from 
Afghanistan and for the export of commodities detailed in Schedule B-I and Sche¬ 
dule B-II, from India, ( vide Annexur e II), will be considered in accordance with 
the provisions made in this Public Notice, from the following:—- 

(i) "Approved Importers” under the previous Trade Arrangements; and 

(ii) “Others”. 
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4. Definition of “Approved Importers’’.—The “Approved Importers” are those:— 

(i) who have participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade in these commodities 
during the four years ending 30-6-1950 and are already registered as 
such; and 

(li) the Afghan Government's nominee firms already registered as “approved 
importers”. 

6. Definition of “Others’’—“Others” (not being ‘Approved, Importers’) are those 
who are resident in India, have the requisite financial capability of transacting the 
business as certified by a scheduled Bank in India, are dealers in items listed in 
Schedule ‘A’, B-I or B-II vide Annexure II to this Public Notice, and have partici¬ 
pated In the Indo-Afghan Trade in those commodities during any of the two years 
ending 28-2-1974, and 

(i) are citizens of India, if they are (a) individuals or (b) kartas of Hindu 

undivided family in respect of Family business, 

or 

(ii) are an Indian Company, 

or 

(iii) have the control and management of their alfairs situated wholly in 

India if they are a firm, a limited company or an association 

or 

(iv) are a cooperative society registered under the Cooperative Societies 

Act. 

6. Persons ineligible to participate.—Partners/Director s/Froprietors and his/ 
her/wlfe/husband or dependent relations (including unmarried children) of “ap; 
proved importer (s.) ” and “other (s)”, as defined in paras 4 and 5 above, will not', 
however, be permitted to participate in the Indo-Afghan Trade. For this purpose, 
the applicants are required to furnish alongwith the applications, an undertaking, 
on a stamped paper, to the licensing authority concerned as follows: 

“I/We hereby declare that neither of the partners/directors/proprietors of 
the flrm/company, or his/her wife/husband, dependent relations or 
unmarried children, have submitted or will submit an application for 
CCP under this Public Notice for import of Asafoetida, Cumin Seeds 
and Medicinal Herbs from Afghanistan. 

Signature-*— - 

Status of the (1) Deponent*--- 

(ii) Applicant Firm—-- 

In addition, the following categories of persons will also not be permitted to 
participate:— 

(1) Those who have been deregistered from .the list of “Approved Importers’’ 
under the previous Trade Arrangements. (However those "approved 
importers” who have remained dormant for a period of four years 
and have been de-registered in terms of Public Notice No. 240-ITC- 
(PN)/68 dated 4-11-1968, will be allowed to participate if they are 
otherwise eligible in terms of this Public Notice); 

(ii) those who stand debarred from receiving Import or export licences or 
release orders under the Import/Export Trade Control rules and regu¬ 
lations; 

(iiD those whose counter-balancing obligations in respect of imports from 
and exports to Afghanistan during the preceding years remains unful¬ 
filled. 

Note. —For those, who participated in the Indo-Afghan Trade Arrange¬ 
ment March, 1973—February. 1974 the last date for fulfilment of 
counter export obligation has been extended upto 31st December, 
1974, vide Public Notice No. 134-ITC (PN) /74 dated the 12th Septem¬ 
ber, 1974. It may be noted that after 3lst December, 1974, no CCPs 
will he Issued to those importers, who fail to discharge, by that date, 
their export obligation in full and in the prescribed proportion as 
between Schedule B-I and B-II items, in respect of imports made by 
them during the Indo-Afghan Trade Agreement period March, 1973—— 
February, 1974, 
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(iv) Those who have not attained the age of eighteen years (as on the date 
of this Public Notice). 

(v . Those who have not made payment in the State Bank of India for the 
Asafoetida imported by them under the Indo-Afghan Trade Arrange¬ 
ments period 1973-74 within the prescribed time limit of 30 days/45 
days/60 days mentioned in the bills of exchange drawn by the expor¬ 
ters, in accordance with the hanking arrangement laid down for this 
purpose. 

7. Licensing Authorities. —The importers are required to submit their applica¬ 
tions for initial CCPs under ‘Import First Scheme* to the respective licensing 
authority, on or before the 16th November, 1974, according to the jurisdiction 
shown below:--

Note. —Only the Head Office of an applicant firm will be permitted to 
apply on behalf of itself and all its branches, and the jurisdiction will 
depend upon the location of the Head Office. 

8. Documents to be furnished.—Subject to the provisions of the import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules and Procedures 1974-75 and paragraph 11 below, the 
importers should apply for CCPs in the prescribed form and manner indicating, 
inter-alia, the c.i.f. value of goods together with Treasury Receipt showing pay¬ 
ment of application fees and document's of past imports (vide paragraph 27) re¬ 
lating to the best year’s imports in the prescribed basic period in respect of the 
specific goods applied for. Applications should be submitted complete in all res¬ 
pects along with the prescribed documents and the applicants should also quote 
their valid I.V.C. Registration/Exemption-Number. Incomplete applications are 
liable to be rejected. 


9, Invoices t 0 be produced 1° the costoms aothorities. —The invoice (s) relating 
to imports should be produced in duplicate to the customs authorities at the time 
of clearance of the goods and it. should indicate clearly the quantity, the rate, total 
f.e.b. value, freight, insurance and total c.i.f. value of the goods imported. CCP(s) 
should be obtained before the goods are despatched from Afghanistan. If any 
imports are made without a valid CCP such imports will he treated as unauthoris¬ 
ed imports and dealt with accordingly under the Import Trade Control/Customs 
rules and regulations. 

10. Counter-balancing trade. —Trade with Afghanistan in' respect of Asafetida, 
cumin seeds and medicimal herbs and Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-TT’ items shall be 
subject to the counter-balancing arrangement. The eligible participants can start 
the trade cycle either with Import of cumin seeds and medicinal herbs or with 
export, in accordance with the procedures laid down in this Public Notice. 


11. Import of Asafoetida must Comply with banking procedures. —Import of 
Asafeetlda will be permitted only if it complies with the banking procedures 
agreed to by the Governments of India and Afghanistan’ and referred in para¬ 
graphs 14, 17, 20 to 24. 
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12. ‘Import-first’ Scheme.—Subject to paragraphs 14, 17 and 20 to 24, those who* 
Intend to start with imports from Afghanistan should apply for CCPs for the Import 
of Asafeetida, cumin seeds, medicinal herbs as Indicated below:— 

(a) “Approved Importers" 

In the case of “Approved. Importers”, applications will be considered from 
these, having past imports of Asafeetida, cumin seeds or medicinal 
herbs from Afghanistan during any of the five years, namely, 
February 1966-January 1967 or August 1966-July 1987, August 
1967-July 1908, August 1968-July 1909, August 1969-July 1970 and 
August 1970-July 1971. 

Note. —If an 'approved importer’ finds it more advantageous to claim a CCP 
In the category of ‘others’, he can do SO provided he does not claim 
a CCP as an “approved importer”. In such an event, the applicant 
will be required to produce a bank certificate in the prescribed pro¬ 
forma as also a bank guarantee equivalent to fifty per cent of the 
value of imports in order to ensure counter-balancing exports as 
required from applicants falling in the category of ‘others’. Such 
an applicant will not be eligible to apply as an 'approved importer 1 ' 
until after he has fully discharged his counter-balancing export 
obligation against the CCP obtained by him in the category of 
‘others’. 

(b) ‘Others' 

to the extent of the value of the applicant’s best year’s import of 
Asafeetida, cumin, seeds and medicinal herbs from Afghanistan 
In any of the two years, namely, March. 1972 to February, 1973 
and March, 1973 to February, 1974. but not exceeding Rs. 25,000/- 
(Rupees Twenty-five thousand only) subject to the production 
of bank guarantee equivalent to 50 per cent of the value applied 
for in order to ensure counter-balancing exports. In addition, 
they are also required to furnish the following certificates:— 

(i) A certificate from a Chartered Accountant to the effect, that they 
had an Internal turnover of Rs. 25.000/- (Rupees twenty five 
thousand) during anv one of the financial years l.e. 1967-08, 
1968-69, 1969-70, 1970-71 and 1971-72 In the goods, other than 
hides and skins, listed in Schedule A, B-I or B-II of Annexure 
II to this Public Notice. 

(il) A certificate from a scheduled bank In the following proforma:—

Note (i).—It may be clarified that the maximum entitlement of Rs. 25,000/- 
refers to any or all the three items put together. In other words, the importers 
■will not be eligible to separate CCPs for the three items In question for 
Rs. 25,000 each. 

Note (ii).—No applicant will be granted a CCP for the same item, under 
more than one category i.e. he can apply either under (a) or under (b) above. 

13. Computation of past Imports. —It may be clarified that for computing past 
Imports under para 12 only such Imports as were actually cleared from the 
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Customs during the basic period for consumption in India (after payment of 
import duty), will be taken into account. 

14 (1). Counter-exports against imports. —CCPs for import of asafeetida, 
cumin seeds and medicinal herbs from Afghanistan will be granted to eligible 
applicants subject' to the condition that the licensee shall export to Afghanistan 
the goods in Schedules B-I and B-II of a value equal to the value of imports, 
within a period of six months from the date of import or upto 28th February, 
1975, whichever is earlier. It will also be a condition of the CCP that not less than 
50 per cent of the counter-balancing exports shall be of items listed in Schedule 
B-II. In the case of imports of asafeetida routed through the banking channels 
referred to in para 20, the counter-balancing export obligation in respect of 
Schedule B-II items shall not be less than 30 per cent of the total value of 
counter-exports. 

14(2). The Export of Schedule B-II items shall take place either before the 
export of Schedule B-I items or concurrently with the export of Schedule B-I 
items. 

14(3), Importers are cautioned that the period allowed for completion of the 
counter export obligation will not be extended under any circumstances. The 
traders should, in their own interest, ensure that they are in the position to 
discharge their counter export obligation in terms of this Public Notice, within 
the prescribed time limit, and in the prescribed ratio for items in Schedule B-I 
and Schedule B-II before they apply and obtain a CCP. In the event of their 
failure, for whatsoever reason, to fulfil the conditions subject to which the 
CCPs are granted to them, they will render themselves Ineligible to receive 
any further CCP apart from any other action that may be taken under the 
Imports and the Export Trade Control/Foreigli Exchange Orders, rules and 
regulations, 

15. Further CCP to be issued on completion of 80 per cent export obligation.— 

An importer will be eligible to apply for a fresh CCP as soon as he completes 
his counter-export obligation (in the required proportion) to the extent of 80 
per cent of the value of his earlier CCP. This, however, does not absolve him 
from his counter-export obligation equal to 100 per cent of the value of Imports, 
being fulfilled as indicated in Para 14 above; and this counter export obligation 
is required to be fulfilled within a period of six months or 28th February, 1975, 
whichever is earlier. 

16. E. P. Forms to be approved by the Reserve Bank.-— E. P. Forms covering 
counter-exports to Afghanistan will be approved by the Reserve Bank of India 
if they are otherwise in order. The E.P. Forms would be valid for a period of 
30 days from the date of issue or upto the 28th February, 1975, whichever is 
earlier. 

17(1). "Export First’ Scheme not applicable to Asafeetida. —The “Export First" 
Scheme is not applicable to Asafeetida. CCPs for import of Asafeetida would 
be granted under the ‘Import First’ Scheme and onlv to '‘approved importers’ 
and ‘others’, as defined in para 4 and 5 of this Public Notice, who have complied 
with the banking procedure referred to in Paragraph 20, It may also be clarified 
that Asafeetida will not be allowed to be imported for the purpose of fulfilment 
of counter-import obligation under the “Export First” Scheme. 

17(2). Export First Scheme.—Eligible applicants for Cumin Seeds and Medi¬ 
cinal Herbs, who have past exports to Afghanistan of Schedule B-I and B-II 
items to their credit, and intend to start with exports, to Afghanistan will be 
required to approach the Reserve Bank of India for approval of E. P. Forms. 
The E. P. Forms for exports of Schedule B-I and B-II items will he approved 
by the Reserve Bank of India upto 25 per cent of the value of the applicant’s 
best years’ antual exports to Afghanistan made in any of the five years, namely, 
February, 1966—January, 1967, or August, 1966—July, 1967, August, 196" — 
July, 1968, August, 1968—July. 1969 August 1969—July, 1970 and August, 
1970—July, 1971 or upto the value of Rsi. 25,000/- (Rupees Twenty-five thou¬ 
sand only) whichever is higher. Such approval will be given only in cases 
where the value of Schedule B-II items is not less than 50 per cent of the total 
value of exports to be made. No. E. P. Forms would be approved by the Reserve 
Bank of India after 1st December. 1974, Exports under the scheme would be 
permitted upto 31st December, 1974. Applications for CCPs for counter-imports 
would be entertained by the licensing authorities upto 15th January, 1975 only. 
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18(1). Counter-Imports against exports —E. P. forms covering exports to 

Afghanistan will he approved subject to the condition that the exporter, shall 
import cumin seeds and/or medicinal herbs from Afghanistan of a value equal 
to the value of exports, within a period of six months from the date of export 
or upto 2fith February, 1975, whichever is earlier. The exporter will be required 
to execute a bank guarantee equal -to 50 per cent of the value for which the 
E. P. fo; ,ns has been approved for the fulfilment of the counter-import obliga¬ 
tion. 


18(2). Exporters are cautioned that the period allowed for completion of 
counter-import obligation will not be extended under any circumstances. The 
traders should, in their own interest, ensure that they are in the position to 
discharge their counter-import obligation in terms of this Public Notice within 
the prescribed time limit, before they apply and get their E. P. form approved. 
In the event of their failure, for whatsoever reason, to fulfil the conditions 
subject to which E. P. forms covering exports to Afghanistan were approved 
Iby the Reserve Bank of India, they will render themselves ineligible for partici¬ 
pation in the Indo-Afghan trade apart from any other action that may be taken 
under the Imports and the Exports Trade Control/Foreign Exchange, orders, 
rules and regulations. 

19. Further EP forms on completion of 80 per cent. Import obligation. —An 

exporter will be eligible to apply for approval of further E, P. forms for exports 
'as soon as he completes his counter-import obligation in resp-ect of earlier E. P. 
forms to the extent of 80 percent. This, however, does not absolve him from 
his counter-import obligation equal to 100 per cent of the value of exports, being 
fulfilled as indicated in para 18 above; and this counter-import obligation is 
required to be fulfilled within a period of six months or 28th February, 1975. 
whichever is earlier. 

20(1). Procedure for remittances in respect of imports of asafeetida and 
exports there against, —In the case of imports of asafeetida, payments by the 
imp-orters should he made through the “Special Non-ReSldent Rupee Account” 
styled as “Da Afghanistan Bank’s special-Non-Resident Rupee Account” opened by 
the Do Afghanistan Bank, Kabul, with the State Bank of India, Parliament 
Street, New Delhi. Payment for counter-balancing exports will also be received 
by the exporters in India from the aforesaid Account'. The documents vie. 
invoices, bills of exchange, transit certificates, etc. pertaining to imports of 
asafeetida from Afghanistan and for the prescribed counter-balancing exports 
from Tndia should be routed through the Da Afghanistan Bank, Kabul, and the 
State Bank of India, Parliament Street, New Delhi, If any further details about 
the banking procedure agreed to between’ the two Governments are desired, 
these may be obtained from the State Bank of India, Parliament Street, New 
Delhi. 

20(2). The trade is cautioned that any import of asafeetida from Afghanistan 
which does not strictly comply with the banking procedures would be treated 
as unauthorised and dealt with as such, Such importers will render themselves 
ineligible for participation^ in the Indo-Afghan trade apart from any other 
action that may be taken under the Import and Export Trade Control and 
Foreign Exchange Orders, Rules and Regulations. 

21. Asafeetida and Cumin seed to conform to prescribed standards. —Attention 
of the importers of asafeetida and cumin seeds is invited to the Prevention 
of Food Adulteration Rules and, in their own interest, they are advised to 
ensure that asafeetida and cumin seeds imported from Afghanistan conform to 
the specifications prescribed under the aforesaid Rules. 

22. Documents to be produced to the Customs authorities. —Besides other 
documents required to be produced to the Customs authorities at the time of 
clearance of goods, as laid down In this Public Notice, the importers of asafeetida 
shall also have to produce necessary evidence viz. Exchange Control Copy of 
the CCP,. against which the import is made, and/or a certificate from the nego¬ 
tiating bank, to show that payment in respect of the imported asafeetida has 
been duly channelised through the designated Banks in accordance with the 
paragraph 20 of this Public Notice. The Customs authorities will allow clearance 
of imported asafeetida, if otherwise in order, only on production of these docu¬ 
ments. 
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23. Value of Imported asafoetlda will be the value aa declared In the supplier’s 
invoice. —The value of the imported asafoeUda for the purpose of debit to the 
CCPs and for remittance to the supplier, through the Bank, as also for the purpose 
of determining counter-balancing exports in respect of such imports, will be the 
value as declared in the supplier's invoice and appearing in the Bill of Exchange. 

24. Bonds with Bank Guarantees to be furnished to the licensing authorities.— 

Bonds with Bank guarantee in fulfilment of counter-import/export obligation as 
referred to in paragraphs 12 and 13 above shall be furnished to the licensing 
authorities mentioned in paragraph 7, who will watch performance and enforce 
the guarantee. It may bo clarified that in cases where bank guarantee is required, 
the Importer/exporter will have to furnish the same in respect of each applica¬ 
tion for the grant of CCP for import or for the approval of each E.P. form for 
exports, as the case may be. In the event of the party’s failure to discharge the 
counter-obligation within the stipulated period and to furnish documentary 
evidence in support thereof, the amount of bank guarantee will be liable to fore- 
feiture without prejudice to any other action that may be taken in this behalf, 
including disqualification from participating in the Indo-Afghan trade in future. 
The documentary evidence to be produced In support of fulfilment of counter¬ 
obligation will be the same as indicated in paragraph 27 below. In addition, the 
importers/exporters will be required to submit information monthly in respect 
of imports/exports and the counter-balancing obligations fulfilled by them in the 
enclosed proforma (Annexure IIP so as to reach the licensing authorities con¬ 
cerned by the 7th of the succeeding month, 

25. Specimens of Bond/Bank Guarantee Forms. —The specimens of the bond/ 
bank guarantee^ forms to be furnished by importers/exporters are given In 
Annexure IV and V respectively. It may be noted that the bond has to be 
countersigned by a scheduled bank as a surety in token of their undertaking to 
pay the guaranteed amount to the licensing authority in the event of default on 
the part of the Importer/exporter. The bond form must be signed by an officer 
duly authorised by the bank fn this behalf. It may also be noted that bonds are 
to be furnished on a stamp pacer or on a plain paper affixed with special adhesive 
stamps of the appropriate value, and impressed with the dating machine, by a 
proper officer. 

2(1, Export Performance Guarantee from the EOGC.-— The importers/exporters, 
who find difficulty in depositing the full amount of cash with their banks In order 
to secure the requisite ‘Bank guarantee’, may approach their bankers, if they so 
desire, to obtain the 'export performance guarantee’* on their behalf from the 
E.C.G.C. (Export Credit and Guarantee Corporation of India, Express Towers 
(10th floor) Narfmon Point, Bombay-1. 

27. Documentary evidence to be produced.—-The following documents will con¬ 
stitute documentary evidence to be furnished in support of imports and exports:— 

Imports .-—Triplicate copy of the Customs Bills of Entry and the relevant 
invoices attested by Customs, and, In case the transaction has been 
carried through banking channels, bank memos. 

Exports .—Shipping bills duly certified by the Customs and invoices duly 
certified by the Customs, which should indicate the value and other 
details of Schedule B-I and B-II products actually exported 

28. Validity of C.C.Ps. —In terms of this Public Notice, no CCPs would be 
issued by the licensing authorities after 31st January 1975, either under the Import 
First Scheme or under the Export First Scheme. CCPs will be valid for three 
months from the date of issue or upto 28th February, 1975, whichever is earlier. 

29. Distribution of CCPs. —The Customs Authorities will send the 'Customs’ 
copy of CCP to the concerned licensing authority direct, indicating the actual 
utilisation of the quantity and the value covered by each CCP in the prescribed 


‘The ‘Export Performance Guarantee’ has been evolved by ECGC, to help 
importers ^exporters to secure, on easier terms, bank guarantees they have to 
furnish in course of their import/export business. For giving the guarantee, the 
hanks require the exporters to deposit varying amount H of cash, depending on 
their standing. To the extent, they have to make a cash deposit, their resources 
are blocked. This guarantee seeks to help the importers/exporters to obtain the 
bank guarantee without making any cash deposit or against a reduced margin of 
deposit. 
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form on the reverse of the permit. The second copy will, as the present, be handed 
back to the importer to be furnished to the Reserve Bank of India, duly stamped 
and signed. 

30. Distribution of Transit Certificates.—The imports while presenting the CCP 

to the Customs Authorities concerned will produce five copies of the Transit 
Certificates issued by the Afghan Government. One copy of the Transit Certificate 
will be retained by the Customs, the second copy will be forwarded to the Reserve 
Bank of India and the third and the fourth copies will be sent by them to the 
Office of the Chief Controller of Imports and Exports, New Delhi, for onward 
transmission to the Afghan Government and Indian Embassy in Kabul, The fifth 
copy is to be forwarded by the Customs Authorities to the licensing authority 
concerned. 

31. Imports to be made on outright purchase basis. —-Imports and Exports 
between India and Afghanistan will take place only on outright purchase basis, 

32. Method of valuation for counter-exporxts to Afghanistan. —The following 
will be the method of valuation of Cumin Seeds and Medicinal Herbs for deter - 
ming the value of counter-exports to be made from India to Afghanistan during 
the current Arrangement period: 

Cumin Seeds and medicinal herbs should be valued on the basis of the value 
as accepted or determined by the Indian Customs on scrutiny of sale 
invoices. However, the element of freight and insurance Irom 
Karachi to Bombay paid by the importers in Indian rupees should 
be excluded from the valuation. The value of counter-exports should 
be equal to the value of imports as determined in the manner indi¬ 
cated above. As regards the method of voluation of Asafoetide, 
attention is invited to Para 23 of this Public Notice. 

33. Manner of Payment. —Payment for cumin seeds and medicinal herbs 
imported from Afghanistan and export of Scheduled B-I’ and ‘B-IT goods to that 
country under this Public Notice will be made, in accordance with the E.P. Pro¬ 
cedures prescribed by the Reserve Bank of India. As regards the mode of pay¬ 
ment against import of asafoetida. attention is invited to para 20 of this Public 
Notice. Payments for imports and exports of commodities not covered by 
Schedule ‘A’, B-l’ and 'IMP (l.e. Schedule 'C ltema) shall be made by establish¬ 
ing letters of credit in transferable U.S, Dollars or Pounds Sterling. 

34 Production of Landing Certificate— Import and export of goods from and 
to Afghanistan will be permitted subject to the condition that in respect of export 
of Schedule B-I items from India to Afghanistan, the exporter shall produce a 
Landing Certificate to the concerned Licensing Authority in India as well as to 
the Reserve Bank of India, issued by the Afghan Customs authorities, with 30 
days of despatch of the goods, in case they are sent by air, and within 90 days of 
despatch of the goods in case they are sent by sea/land route, Failure to pro¬ 
duce the requisite landing certificate will render the exporter/importer concerned 
liable to penal action under the Imports and the Exports Trade Control/Foreign 
Exchange rules and regulations. 

35(1). No diversion to third countries.— It is agreed betwen the two Govern¬ 
ments that the goods imported by either country from the other would be used 
only for consumption in the country of import. Serious notice will he taken of 
cases where goods Imported from or exported to Afghanistan are diverted to a 
third country. 

35(2). Exporters of Schedule ‘B-I’ commodities shall also have to produce 
certificate of clearance through Afghanistan Customs as indicated In paragraph 

34. For this purpose, a photostat copy or a certified copy of the document show¬ 
ing clearance through Afghanistan Customs shall be produced (by the exporter 
to the Indian Customs authorities, as indicated in paragraph 34. 

30. Trade should desist from abusing the system. Maintenance of reasonable 
prices.— Trade is advised to ensure that the existing system is used in the 
interest of consumers/procedures in India and Afghanistan and that the Trade 
Arrangement secures the common objectives of healthy growth and diversifica¬ 
tion oi trade between the two countries. They should also ensure that reason¬ 
able prices are charged and efficient after aales-service is maintained wherever 
necessary. Appropriate penal action wifi be taken if the trade arrangement is 
used to the disadvantage of producers and the healthy growth and diversification 
of trade between the two countries. 
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ANNEXUREI 

UNDO AFGHAN TRADE ARRANGEMENT FOR 1972-73 


A delegation from Afghanistan led by H.E. Mr. M. Aref Ghaussi, Minister of 
Commerce, Royal Afghan Government and a delegation from India led by Shri 
L. N. Mishra, Minister of Foreign Trade, Government of India, held trade talks 
in New Delhi from February 18 to February 20, 1972. 

2. The two delegations reviewed the working of Indo-Afghan trade in all ita 
aspects during the preceding three years and discussed the Trade Arrangement 
for 1972-73. They noted that progress towards diversification of trade has been 
limited. The two delegations reaffirmed their resolve to promote, develop and 
diversify trade between India and Afghanistan to mutual advantage to eliminate 
concentration of Trade and to remove difficulties that have arisen in the existing 
system. 

3. The Government of India and the Royal Government of Afghanistan agreed 
that they would provide facilities for setting up a plant in Afghanistan through 
Joint venture for the production of extracts of medicinal herbs and plants grown 
in Afghanistan. India offered to make use of these extracts for its own pharma¬ 
ceutical industry for a period of twenty years. Afghanistan epressexd its desire 
to purchase medical and surgical instruments and other surgical supplies manu¬ 
factured in India, The two Delegations further agreed to import drugs and 
medicines manufactured in the two countries. As a step forward towards this, 
the concerned authorities of the two Governments would permit the 
registration of medicines manufactured in the two countries in their National 
Formulary, if any, subject to the satisfaction of prescribed standards of purity 
and quality. 

4. In accordance with the provisions of Article 15 of the Treaty of 1950 
between the Royal Afghan Government and the Government of India, and sub¬ 
ject to their respective import, export and foreign exchange regulations and the 
special trade arrangement that may be concluded between the two Governments 
from year to year, the two Governments re-afflrmed their agreement to the 
following:— 

(a) Import of Schedule ‘A’ commodities from Afghanistan will he per¬ 

mitted to any person Into India whose Imports are counter-balanced 
by exports of Schedule ‘B-I’ and r B-II’ commodities from India in 
the prescribed proportion. 

(b) Export of Schedule ‘B-I’ and ‘B-II’ commodities from India will be' 

permitted in' the prescribed proportion to any person whose exports 
aTe counter-balanced by imports from Afghanistan of Schedule ‘A’ 
commodities. 

(c) Payment of imports and exports of commodities not covered by 

Schedule ‘A’, *B-T and 'B-II' shall be made by establishing letters 
of credit in transferable U.S, dollars or Pounds Sterling, 

(d) The special self-balancing account maintained by the Da Afghanistan 

Bank with the State Bank of India_ will continue to he utilised to 
facilitate imports of hides and skins on a liberal basis against 
exports of goods and services from India. 

5. It is the understanding between the Government of India and the Royal 
■Government of Afghanistan that the goods imported by either country from the 
other would be used for consumntion in the country of import, and effective 
steps would be taken to prohibit and prevent their diversion to third countries. 

6. The two Governments willl consult with each other periodically to review 
the above arrangements with a view to removing any difficulty in the working 
of this arrangement. 

7. This trade Agreement will come into force from 1st March. 1972 and will 
remain valid for one year. Unless either Contracting Party gives notice of ter¬ 
mination or amendment one month prior to the expiry of this arrangement, it 
-will automatically be extended by a further period of one year. On the expiry 
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of the second year of the arrangement, unless either Contracting Party gives 
notice of termination or amendment, one month prior to the expiry of the 
second year, it will automatically be extended by a further period of one year.
